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GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 
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Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives : 


There is some significance in ‘the language of the "0 law plates to 
your powers and duties, when it is declared that the Legislative power ‘of 
the Territory shall extend to all rightful subjects of legislation cousistent 
with the Constitution of the United States. It is plainly implied abt only 
that none but rightful subjects will be nndertaken,.but also that the legisla- 
tion itself will be rightful in its character, and as faras possible, heneficia 
in its résults, è 

I respectfully commend it to your consideration, being persuaded ‘teat 
your desire is neither to exceed nor fall short of that which is committed to 
your hands, Good legislation is known by its fruits. These fruits are good 
practicable results to dis people, and are gathered by every good citized in 
the common and ordinary pursuits of life. “His prosperity, his protection, 
and his peace, are evidence that the publie are" not afflicted with any. large 
amount of useless or unwise legislation, but if the industrious and most pra- ۲ 
dent of the people complain, it پ77‎ the Legslature to examine how far ۱ 
the law is at fault, and in what respect remedies are in theirhands. At 
your last session I solicited your attention to certain existing evils which 
needed cerrection. In some cases requiring the amendment or repeal of de- 
fective laws, and in others new legislation when it was evident the enactment 
of laws was required. x urged then'as I urge now the necessity of a law againat 
waurious rates of interest, ‘Better have no money than buy it with the life blood. 
of the needy and hard pressed of the people. It it in your power to furnish a 
remedy against the enormous evil of overwhelming usury, and it is clearly a. 
power coupled with a duty. That duty on your part carries with it a double 
forte, for the courts can interposé nó saving hand for relief. By the ۶ء‎ 
Maroh the 14th 1855, relating to account and interest, it is provided that 
judgement and decrees for the payment of money shall draw the same rate of 
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intorest with the contract on whick they are rendered, and such rate, if it 
exceed 10 par cent shall be expressed in the judgment or decree. The bargain 
may beoruel, hard-hearted, unconscionable and bloody; still the judge a 
bound by th: law to enforce: and express it in his decree If the rate of interes, 
called for by the contract shall exceed 10 per cent per annum, and shall reach 
10 per cent pez month the judgement and decree to the shame of equity and 
justice must be for the usurer. A well constructed law will very easily pre- 
vent or punish its violation however cnnniagly the evasion or in fraction 
may be contrive]. 

A law regulating the compensation of public officers was also pressed up- 
on the attention of the fast Legislature. It required then as it requires now 


material alteration, and in almost every case material reduction. Why noth- 


ing was done to releive the peo ple frow heavy taxes for the sexramdizement 
ofa few, is better known to others than itis tome. It is perfectly wel! 
known, however, that the income of several officers in the Territory is fur 
draster than it should bo, and that tho Territorial debt would be an easy 
burden if it were not for the issue of warrants to satisfy the claims of public 
ofieors whose ftes, in many cases, are four times as much as their services are 
worth. Tt is sometime argued that the fees should mot be made less, be- 
eange the Territorial warrants are worth only fifty or sixty per cent on ths 
dolar. Thatis, extravagant fees are first allowed, and to meet them a pub- 
lie debt is created in the shape of warrants. This debt accumulates with the 
annual increase of the fees and the warrants of the Territory naturally fall 
in value, and they b * whose legalized exactions the warrants are depreciated 
must needs be reeomponsed for the reduction. 


I trust you will agree with me that this is not the least part of the iniqui- 
ty. [tis not worth while to attempt a calculation of the general wrong done 
to the community by the extravagant price paid to certain publie officers. 
under the sanction of equity laws. Itis enough to know that all suffer save 
ehly the favored fow. I feel it to be my duty to eall your attention again and 
with increased earnestness. to the evil. The remedy and responsibility are 
with you, The present mode of assessing, collecting and appropriating 
taxes, in the different counties of the Territory, is a matter of very general 
Pemplaiut. and calls for correction and ieform. Tam pursuaded that you 
will eive to this snbject your early consideration, and introduce a salutary 
and general improvement. The first and most manifest reform is a reduc- 
tion of the expenses, which, as we all know, are burdensome and oppreasive 
in the extreme. But the whole system needs to be remodelled as you wilt 


not fail to see, when the subject receives that careful investigation its ` 


importance demands. 


By the Report of the Territorial Auditor, it appears that the debt of the . 


Territory is about $52,960,387, and that the resources from taxes not yet gol- 
lected, amount to $20,759,10, The County Tressurers not being obliged to 
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settle except once a year, and almost twelve months having elapsed since they 
have paid in any thing to the Territorial "Treasury, the Auditor fixes the es- 
timated amount in their bands at $15,000, The Auditor has made his Re: 
port both interesting and. useful. You will find-that it contains 
a statement of the ways and means by which the Territorial debt has 
accumulated in five years to more than $50,000. Let the days of extrava- 
gance and enormous fees be numbered and cut short, and let a system of rigid 
and severe economy suited to the times and to our condition, be introduced 
and adopted, and that without delay. Were it my duty or proper, 1 eould 
go into a full detsil of needless expenses to whieh the people are subject, and 
from which it is your duty to relieve them. As for instance, the expense of 
sanding a messenger for election returns when the County Clerk makes de- 
fault for a certain numberof days. Several hundred dollars are thrown away ev- 
ery year by this means, and without the slightest necessity or benefit, merely be 
esuse the election law requires it. This is one of many which I am sure 
your vigilance will not fail to find out, and your faithful labors remove. © 

Having revised the revenue law and establised a firm and honest system 
of economy, I recommend that the public debt shall receive careful attention. 
The amount of Territorial warrants outstanding on the 20th of Nov. 1860, 
was $46,960,37, and of Territorial bonds, $4,000. On these the estimated 
interest is 52,000. It might perhapa be well to pass a law allowing thehold- 
ers of present, warrants to exchange them for bonds payable say in five orten 
years with coupons for semi-annual interest. I would certainly recommend 
this, especially if the holders of warrants would agree to a fair reduction of 
interest when the warrants are converted into bonds, and the payment of the 
interest every six months is made sure. This would be clearly an advantage 
to the Territory, and at the same time just and fair to the creditors. The 
warrants are mostly in second or third hands, having been bought at de- 
preciated rates, or if not they are in the hands of those whose devouring fees 
have eaten up the substance of the people. But whether or not it is every 
way better for the publie ereditors that moderate aud certain interest shou]d 
be accepted than that large and unreasonable interest should be proinised. 
'The eonversion of warrants into bonds would create a necessity for requir- 
ing a portion of the Territorial tax to be paid in money and likewise would 
be one reason in connection with many others, why the eounty Treasurers 
should be compelled to make a semi-annual settlement with the Territorial 
Treasurer, instead of a yearly settlement which is all the present law re- 
quires, 

Whether a sinking fund for the final liquidation and discharge of our whole 
debt is if bonded at present practicable, I leave entirely to your judgement and 
decision, I would respectfully suggest the manifest propriety of & regular 
appropriation bill being passed to meet the expensés of each year, with a 
positive prohibition of the 15sue of ány Territorial warrants beyond the ap- 
propriation, and only far the purposes expressed in the law, 
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The Auditor in his Report very justly remarks that the discretion to موز‎ 
sue warrants under general laws, ought noi to be conferred on him, or on 
any other person, The Reports of the Territorial Treasurer and Librarian, 
have been received and are herewith submitted. 

The Library is ia much batter condition than it ever was before, and has 
been largely increased within the last year, by the receipt of, from several 
States and Territories, valuable law and miscellaneous books, regularly sent 
in return for the Legislative Journals and our Territorial Laws. If the 
present system of management and care is continued for a few years, our 
Library will not be among the least of valuable possossions, 

On the 3rd of last June. serious damage was done to the Capitol building 
by a severe storm which raged in this region on that day; Congress hap- 
pened to be in session at tho time, and an appropriation of 80,000 was 
promptly made for purposes of repair. Contracts were entered into as soon 
as possible, and the work of repairing damages was immediately commenced, 
and is now nearly completed. It ia due to the contractors to say that they 
have faithfully fulflle 1 their agreements, and their work isan honest work, 
and the entire job as eomp?ete under the cireumstanecs as it could have been 
made. 

In a former communication ۲ suggestel a plan of indirect bounty, by 
which the growth of timber on our prairies might be sucee-«fully encouraged. 
I believe still that the plan is entirely practicable, and I know that it meets 
with general favor amongst the people. If every quarter section of land 
oceupied by a settler was supplied with a reasonable amount of timber, the 
vast advantage would be visible to every eye and to every interest. Not the 
farmer alone, but the whole community, would receive ani enjoy the benefit, 
"That timber of the best varieties ean be grown in a fow years, is established; 
vet, eomparatively, but vary little has been plantel. Would noia law ex- 
empting a certain portion of each persan’s land from taxation for a specified 

number of years, as a reward or bounty forthe growth of timber, accomplish 
the desired result? If five acres out of every forty could be covered with a 
forest, it would be clear economy to set the entire forty free from taxation, 
and the amount withdrawn from the Treasury would be wisely and well 
bestowed. To mg, the sulject seems to be one of serious importance, and not 
unworthy of your early notice and deliberation. Whatever may be the best. 
means, the end, at least, is greatly to be desired, 

I suppose we will entirely agree that an appropriate duty ofthe T'errito- 
rial Assembly is to press upon the Federal Government the just claims 
which as a people we have on l'ederaleare and protection. It is not to be 
denied that appropriations to this Territory bave been both indifferent and 
few. Legislativo memorials have hitherto accomplished but little, and we 
have all become familiar with disappoimtment. They may not always fail, 
and if Properly Enfonged, we are not without hope of their ultimate success, 
An appropriation for the Dujldiug ofa penitentiary is of immediate necessity. 
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The completion of the Capitol building is equally necessary’ "and Í vill cheer- 
fully zeo-operate with you in every endeavor that. may be made to ob- 
tain from Congress the required appropriations, ‘Without a bridge over the 
Loup Fork, the Government Road'up the ` Platte Valley i is but à 2 half 
done. This improvement is both a public and a military necessity; and not 
less required, but:indeéd 'a matter of fair and just demands, is 

an appropriation for at least one Military Road: from“ some suita- 

ble point on the Missouri river, and South: of ‘the Platte, to 

Fort Kearney. The question of Gold in the western part of this 
Territory and of Kansas, is no longer doubtful nor ‘open’ to debate. The travel 

to and from the mines during the past season has been, as you are well aware, 

Y immense, The i ineoming year will show a large and material inerease. The 
| vac emigration has been attended with. 6074 sickness and suffering, 
and in many instances death hasensued from the lack of adcommodations,nurs- 
ing and care. The Hospital attached to Ft. Kearney is perhaps the only place 
on the whole route where those overtaken by sickness have any opportunity 
of being nursed and furnished with ‘medical attendance. I “have received’ 
the gratifying intelligence’ that the officers of thas post, including those of 
the medical staff, have done everything in their power to relieve the sick and 
mitigate their sufferings. Their means are necessarily limited and the accom- 
modations small. I believe it to be the duty, as it isclearly within the power 
of Congress, to establish at once a commodiaus Hospital for emigrants, at Ft. 
Kearney, on some plan similar perhaps to that of the Marine Hospitals on the 
western waters, Nearly every State in the Confederacy is directly interested 
in this beneficent necessity, for the citizens of nearly every State are found 
in the great trains of emigrants passing and repassing ‘between the shores 
of the Missouri and the Gold fields of the West. <> 
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I commend the matter to your especial notive;-and trust that you will 
make it the subject of an immediate and earnest memorial to Congress. کے‎ 
eall your attention also to the necessity for an Arsenal of Deposit and Repair 
at some convenient place within this Territory.. There-is no establisement 
of the kind nearer than Ft. Leavenworth, in Kansas. .This is altogether too 
distant for any sudden emergency that might arise in or near Nebraska. 
Your appeal te the General Government would, I think, be successful; for 
at this time an immense quantity of arms and amunition, left by the “Utah 
Army,” are on deposit at Fort, Kearney, which, in the spring, will probably 
be removed to Fort Leavenworth. Such an Arsenal would de of material 
advantage to us, and it would seem thatit never can be more convenient for 
the Government to establish it, than now. 
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I cannot close this communication—the last regular message I shall have 

the honor to submit—without uttering the voice of direct appeal to you in 

; your own behalf and that of the people at large. Our internal affairs call 
i for the exercise of wisdom, sound judgment, patience, and an honest purpose. 
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These will not fail of producing prosperous resulta now, and permanent 
good in time to come, I believe to-day, and with no broken nor diminished 
Confidence, in the wonderfal capacity of Nebraska and in her ultimate and 
complete success. A soil so rich and prolific, a climate for most parts of the 
sear so pleasant, and at all seasons so fall of health, was not meant for a waste 
place mor ۶ wilderness. (od has written his decree of her prosperity deep 
in the earth, and develops His designs in the rejoicing harvests which re- 
turn in smiling abundance ta them who, betimes have sown in tears With 
an unfaltering trust it becomes us io beleive, and to say that we beleive that ` 
He will not suffer his own ordinances te fail, and the plain purposes of his 
own will to come short of completion. 

The relation of a Territory to the General Govornment is peculiar, and 
Cua, in many respects, of entire dependence. Without the aid and fostering 
care of the Federal Government the Territorial eoudition, especially at the 
beginning, would be deplorable indeed, and the great object of ultimate hope. 
ay} admission into “the Union” as a sovereign State, would be sadly distant 
and uncertain. The suggestions of self interest, and the loftiest patriotism 
s:culd combine to make the people of the Territories faithful to the Consti- 
tution and firm in their attachment to “the Union.” When one is the sub- 
jest of open and frequent violation; and the other trembles on a sca of 
roubles, every good and conscientious citizen will ask himself the question, 
What can T do thatmy country may be saved? You cannot shut your eyes, 
nor can 1 close mine to the fearful fact that this confederacy is shaken to the 
centre and vibrates with intense feeling to ita fartherest borders. If it is 
nat in our power to do something towards bringing back the days of other 
years when peace prevailed, let us at least do nothing towards making the 
present more gloomy, and the future at best, but hopeless. Rather with 
one accord let us invoke the God of all peace for “even the winds and tho 
aea opey Him," that he will be subdue the storm and quiet every angry elo- 
ment of ailenatien and discord.

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As the law requires annual settlements between the County and Territorial 
Treasurers, but little has beer pait into the Territorial Treasury for nearly a 
year. It ig fair to presume that about $15,000 is at present in the hands 
of, and will be paid in by, the County Treasurers within the next sixty or 
or ninety days. 

I have for some time past had it in contemplation to offer a number of 
suggestions to the Legislature relative to changes in the Revenue Law that I 
thought would be beneficial, andin order to obtain all the information I 
eoull upon the subject I addreseed a circular some weeks since to the dif- 
ferent County Clerks, asking them to report the working of the present law 
and to suc est beneficial changes.

woud have a tendency to confuse these of&owrs just now becoming familiar 
with the law, and perhaps be the means of their committicg errors. 
f deem it a matter of duty, however, to mention some things requiring a 


chanve, There are several laws of the Territory authorizing the payment,

.fizoney without specifying any rate, and parties have sometimes taken 
&dvantac? of this fact, and presented accounts to me to audit, that from the 
cnormity, I was compelled to decline settlinz.

S ction G2 uf the Revenue law appears susceptible of diferent construe- 
tions, The County Treasurers claim a fee from the Territory for collecting 
the revenue cf the Territory. I would like to have the present session of 
the Legislature define this section more clearly. 

I learn from rumor that some counties in the southern part of the Terri- 

ory Have taken it upon themselves to discard the levy of taxes made in 
1359 by the Territorial Board of Equalization, and have made a levy to suit 

cir views. Y understand they do this upon the ground that the Territorial 
ctico of the amount levied, was received by them a few days after the time

Hon, SAMUEL W. BLACK, Governor of Nebrasks, 

Dear Sir :-—i have the honor herewith to transmit, as the. ۳ requires, a 
statement of the condition of the Treasury up to this date. 

Tt will be seen that there-has been but a small portion of the taxes levied 
for the year 1859, paid into the Treasury—many of the organized counties 
having failed to make any returns whatever, and some others only a small 
part of the amount ‘assessed to them, The aggregate amount of taxes as- 
sessed to the several counties in the Territory under.the late revenue law, 
for the year 1859, amounted to $19,615.47, and but $4,813.36 has been 
paid in, leaving $14,802,11 unpaid. 

I would again suggest to the Legislature the propriety of amending the 
Revenue Law so that the County Treasurers shall he required: to pay into 
the Territorial Treasury 2 certain portion in money, say one-half. Under 
the present law the County Treasurers can manage to pay all in warrants, 
including those recently issued as wellas those of-a longer out-standing.— 
This is doing injustice to those holding warrants of an early date, and the 
holders of coupons for interest on Hie $4,000 loan ; 81,625 of the latter is 
now due. These bonds are held, I believe, by کے‎ who live abroad, and 
for the credit of the Territory, the interest should be promptly paid as it 
falls due. In accordance with au “Act Authorizing the Territorial Auditor 
to issue Warrants to the amount of $300 iti favor of the Territorial Treasu- 
rer, for the purpose of purchasing a safe for the use of the Territorial 


Treasurer," he has purchased an excellent safe for $300 in Ter ritorial war- 
rants, which is in possession of the Treasurer. 


The Legislature is requested to appoint a committee to examine the Books 
of the Territorial Treasurer, and cancel the warrants he has on hand, 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

N. T. December 3d, 1860. į 
To His Excellency, 


SAMUEL W. BLACK, 

Governor of Nebraska: 

Srg—I have the honor to submit here- 

with my second annual statement of the condition of tle Territorial Library, 

including the number of books which have been received xs donations from 

the different States of the Union to our Library, the number of these which 

have been issued during the past year according to law, the number of our 

Territorial publications now on hand, and a catalogue of the books, docu- 
ments, &., belonging to the Territory, now in my ofice, 

When I received, atthe hands of my predecessor, the few broken files of 
newspapers which h^ had received, ۲ found that no furniture had ever been 
received by him of his predecessor, nor had he ever purchased any. I there- 
fore commenced purchasing furniture for my office, and had just got the 
books arrangad therein, when the storm of the fifth day of June last took 
the roof of th» Capitol and left the books exposed to the storms that were 
then qnite plenteous. I immediately removed my office to the Herndon 
House, where it remained until some two weeks since. In removing and 
refitting my ofice fora convenient library rodm, I have been obliged to be 
at considerable expense, and to put the Territory ta a greater expense than 
I should otherwise have done. 

I have experienced considerable difficulty in procuring the few broken 
files of newspapers which are now in my office, owing to the great irtegular- 
ity and unzertainty of tha mails in the Territory. I. deem it advisable, 
therefore, to urga the passage of a law requiring each newspaper publisher 
in the Territory to furnish at the end of each volume of their publication, 
one complete copy of file of whatever journal they may publish, to the 
Librarian, who shall audit and approve any bill agreeing with their;adver- 
tis»d rates, and draw upon the Auditor of the Territory for the issue ef

cw رو‎ 
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warrants to the fall extent of said bill. When said copy of any journal is 
received, it can only be preserved by binding in & good and substantial man- 
mer. Hence, I again request you to urge upon the Legislative Assembly an 
appropriation to defray the expenses of binding all the files of newspapers 
now in my possession. 

By carefully preserving these diaries of the ever-fleeting present, can we 
alone hand down to our posterity the progressive history of our fair young 
Territory. Without these files of newspapers, biographers and historians 
may look in vain for data of past events, and the world will, however willing, 
be unable to look with an admiring eye upon the individual achieyments of 
our philosophers and statesmen. . ۱

no record of the action of that Honorable Body. unt 

When I recetred the Library there yos tp be found not a single copy of 
either the Laws or Journals of the House of Representatives of the First 
session of the Legislative Assembly. 

There are now on hand of the Laws of the 3rd Session 405 copies; of the 
4*h Session 667 copies ; of the 5th Session 804 copies, and of the Gth Session 
1263 copies—aggregate number, 2689 volumes. And there are now on 
hand of Journals, 4299 volumes—making the total ‘number of volumes of 
our own publications now on hand, 6938. There arein this branch of the 
Library 1332 volumes of Congressional and other documents, andabout 400 
of public documents from she States and Territories—making the whole 

number about 3760 volumes. There are about 1360 volumes of Law Reports 
from differant States and the United States Supremes Court; about 200 Eng- 
lish Law Reports, and of tha. United States Statutes at largo, and the Stat- ^ 
utes of the different States, about £00 volumet—making of the Law Library 
about 1760 volumes. In the Family or Miscellaneous Library, there are 233 
volumes, which, sdded to the Law and Decutzontal Branches, make the ag- 
gregate number of 10,668 volumes. 

I have purchased for the Library Room one of Johnson's County Maps of 
the Republics and North Amerien; ove Johnson's Railroad and Township 
Map of the Middle States ; a sébtiermi map of Towa; Colton's New Map of 
Missouri, and Johneon's Sections! Map of Kansas and Nebraska, I have
